Gentlomen,— .-As  I  have  resMved  upon  leaving  this 
happy  couniry  for  Timbokloo  in  the  month  of  .March 
1838,  previous  to  my  return  to  England,  I  should  be 
much  obliged  to  you  if  you  were  kind  enough  to  pro¬ 
pose  to  me  in  letters  addressed  to  me,  different  points 
to  which  I  might  do  well  to  direct  my  attention,  dur¬ 
ing  my  travel  in  those  rountries  round  Timbokloo, 
and  during  my  stay  at  Timbokloo;  and  as  1  intend 


Died,  at  Edgemrnt,  in  Albemarle  county,  on  the  8tli 
of  September,  Miis  Jvlilt  M.  Gilmer,  m  the  27tli 
year  of  her  age. 

Under  the  watchful  care  of  an  afTectionate  and  pious 
mother,  the  mind  of  onr  lamented  yoimg  friend  was 
early  turned  to  the  contemplation  of  tlioro  heavenly 
truths  which,  in  later  years,  sank  so  di'cply  into  her 
heart,  guided  her  in  health,  sustained  her  in  sickness, 
and  cheered  and  comforted  her  in  the  view  of  an  ear¬ 
ly  death.  'I’hus  blessed  with  a  pious  education,  and 
being  naturally  of  a  retiring  and  serious  character,  it 
was  difficult  lo  trace  with  accuracy  her  Christian 
course,  or  to  mark  the  particular  circum.'tances  that 
awakened  in  her  mind  that  religious  anxiety  which 
continued  to  deepen  and  increase,  until  it  led  her  to 
consecrate  herself  unreservt'dly  to  the  service  of  her 
Redeemer.  The  progress  of  her  religious  feelings  was 
observed  with  great  interest  by  her  pastor  and  pious 
friends;  and  though  she  said  but  little  concerning  the 
salvation  of  her  soul,  she  evidently  thought  much. 
She  always  received  religious  books  and  instruction 
with  gratitude,  and  sought  the  society  of  those  who 
could  enlighten  and  instruct  her  in  her  heavenward 
journey.  After  much  meditation  upon  the  solemnity 
and  importance  of  the  act,  she  determined  to  enlist 
herself  openly  on  the  Ixird’s  side  ;  and  at  Richmond  in 
the  year  during  the  season  of  Convention,  she
